The  story  of  his  homes  and  hannts  prints 
itself  more  dee|)ly.  |)erhaps.  on  the  heart  and 
imagination  of  the  a\erage  .\merican  than 
That  is  scarcely  as  it  shoidd  he:  still,  oni- 
\o  one  dispntes  Scott's  kin<;ship  annnijf  the 
Kn,i4lisli-speakin<r  races,  and.  donl)tless.  the  old  "  nearer-to-kirk  ' 
adage  applies  with  tolerable  trnth  to  those  who  live  within  easy 
reach,  or.  indeed,  within  the  romantic  circle  itself  of  the  Scott 
C'onntry.  Hut  there  is  a  reviving  interest  in  Scott  in  his  own 
localities  and  amongst  his  own  countrymen.  The  modern  Scottish 
School  has  not  outstripped  the  old  is  far  from  outstri|)ping  it. 
Stevenson  may  be  reckoned  a  good  second  to  Scott,  but  per  /oii^v 
iiitcrvdllo.  And  of  other  representatives  (a  comj)any  by  no  means  to  be 
despised)  what  is  the  verdict,  however  '.

swjiy  of  Sir  Walter  Se(»tt.  W'itli  |)r<tHt.  also.  nii^l\t  tlie  sehools 
devote  some  part  of  their  annual  holiday  to  his  Country,  and  study 
on  the  spot  that  stront>"  loeal  en\ironinent  which,  in  lar^e  measure, 
made  him  the  man  he  was.  and  the  force  in  British  'literature  he 
must  still  hold.  notwithstandin»>'  the  enormous  fictional  output  of" 
the  period. 

!t  will  he  se\enty-one  years  this  autumn  (I'.tO.'J)  since  Scott 
|)assed  "from  sunshine  to  the  sunless  land."  Hut  the  sunny  influence 
of  his  life  has  not  passed.  It  lias  rather  increased  year  by  year. 
When  the  pen  dro|)|)ed   from  his  palsied    fin<>ers    that    pathetic   day 
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(riitiiiy  saw  tlic  world  at  liis  ftct  ii)  the  most  loviiiy  admiration. 
OiR-  is  safe  in  saying-  that  with  "  Marmion."  and  tlic  "  Lav  :  "  (iny 
ManiK-rin^-."  and  -Old  Mortahty":  " 'I'hc  Bride  of  Lamniennoor.' 
and  '•  hanlioo."  more  really  pleasant  hours  ha\e  iieen  spent  than 
over  any  other  series  of  romances  in  the  home-ton<iiie  (or  any  ton<;iie 
whatever).  howe\  er  happily  eoneeixed.
